With a reduced State and County tax under the new apportion- 
ment, and reasonable and judicious appropriations, they see no 
reason why the tax rate for the coming Mes should be over one 
and one half per cent. 

They think it the duty of the voters, to vote down any and all 
schemes that tend to increase the burden of taxation, and that are 
of little or no benefit to the town.

Report of School Board, 1899-1900. 


The annual meeting of Newfields School District was held in the 
Town Hall on Saturday evening, March 18, 1899. ‘The meeting 
was called to order at seven o’clock by the moderator, Charles E. 
Smith, who read the original warrant, duly certified that copies 
had been posted at two public places in the district. In the 
absence of the clerk, Mrs. Frank P. Neal was chosen clerk pro ¢em. 
Charles E. Smith was chosen moderator for the ensuing year. 
Mrs. Clara E. Paul was elected treasurer for the coming year. ‘The 
clerk, Christopher A. Pollard, having arrived, read the minutes of 
the last meeting. Mr. Pollard declining re-election, Frank C. 
Neal was chosen clerk for the coming year. Frank C. Neal was 
elected auditor for the year ensuing. Charles E. Smith was elected 
a member of the School Board for the ensuing three years. ‘These 
several officers were duly qualified in open meeting by taking the 
prescribed oath of office. 

The annual report of the School Board, presented in printed 
form, was accepted and adopted. Attention was called to the 
difficulty of making up a duplicate report for the school and 
financial years, and it was suggested that some different form of 
report might hereafter be presented. It was voted to raise $300 
additional school money for the coming year. The meeting ad- 
journed. 

The School Board met in the town office for organization, 
March 20, 1899. ‘The following sub-committees were chosen: 
Augustus W. Richards on finance and repairs, Charles E. Smith on 
Piscassic school, James H. Fitts on superintendence, text-books 
and school supplies. William Pease was appointed truant officer 
for the year ensuing. ‘The selectmen were authorized to enumer- 
ate the children of school age in town. ‘The following teachers 
were approbated for their respective schools: Ernest M. Gleason 


Le 


for the Grammar school, Harriet E. Sanborn for the Intermediate 
school, E. Isabel Foster for the Primary school. Lillia M. 
Hurd was secured for: Piscassic school. Anna H. Wilkinson has 
taught as substitute. 

The April enumeration gives us 80 school children in town— 
boys 45, girls 35. Thirteen students are attending school out of 
town the present year. 

The several schools in town began promptly April 3, 1899, and 
have completed three terms of 321 weeks each, amounting in the 
aggregate to 128 weeks. ‘This is 24 weeks more schooling in 
town than last year. | | 

The text-books now used in our schools are Harrington’s Spel- 
ler, Cyr’s Readers, Patterson’s Grammar, Frye’s Geographies, 
Fassett’s Colonial New Hampshire, Barnes’ History, Wentworth’s 
Arithmetics, Merrill’s Vertical Penmanship, Meservey’s Book- 
keeping, Blaisdell’s Physiology, Wentworth’s Algebra, Hill’s 
Rhetoric, Mowry’s Civil Government, Wells’ Natural Philosophy, 
Allen and Greenough’s Latin Grammar. 

Two sets of the Student’s. Cyclopedia have been placed in the 
Grammar and. Piscassic schools at an expense of fifteen dollars. 
Books purchased by the Intermediate school are protected in a 
Weinike case costing four dollars. Some simple supplies for the 
Primary school cost seven dollars. Colonial Life in New Hamp- 
shire and Cyr’s Readers have been added to our list of school 
books. Pupils are learning to use the public library for study and 
supplementary reading with good results. Singing in all our 
schools has received more than usual attention this year. 

Our teachers have availed themselves of their privilege to visit 
other schools and to attend the State Teacher’s Association and 
County Institutes. Misses Sanborn and Foster were present at 
the Institute in Portsmouth, April 6 and 7. Miss Hurd visited 
schools at Haverhill and Lawrence, June 1, at Greenland, Novem- 
ber 23, and Misses Sanborn and Hurd attended the ‘Teacher’s 
Association, at Laconia, October 20 and 21. Mr. Gleason and 
Misses Hurd and Foster were at the Institute at Epping, Febru- 
ary 5, 1900. Besides these intermissions there were no. sessions 
of the schools on Fast day, May day, Memorial day and two days 
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at Thanksgiving. Several truants have needed looking after, and 
three pupils were suspended for defacing school buildings. 

The following communication was received from Mr. Richards, 
who, for a score of years, has taught our schools and served on 
the School Board, constantly exhibiting a commendable interest in 
all our educational welfare. 


“SCHOOL BOARD OF THE TOWN OF NEWFIELDS. 


Gentlemen, —Because of continued absence from town, I feel 
that I can no longer fulfil my duties as a member of the School 
Board, and, therefore, hereby tender my resignation.

With this letter of resignation in hand the remaining members 
of the School Board met to fill the vacancy. Consultation showed 
that they were unable to agree, and it was decided to defer action 
and to divide the duties of the office between themselves. 

May day. Our pupils continue their devotions at the shrine of 
Flora, in Roman mythology the goddess of flowers and of spring, 
in whose honor a festival was celebrated annually between 28 April 
and 3 May. 

Memorial day. Patriotic services were held in Odd Fellows Hall 
before the Army Veterans. Address by Rev. William Locke, ac- 
companied with singing, recitations and distribution of flowers by 
the pupils. 

The thoughtful kindness of Miss Isabelle Paul placed on the 
School walls, June 6, four pictures obtained in Europe: In the 
Grammar room, #oro Romano and Ponto e Castel San’t Angelo, 
and in the Intermediate room, Scene in Venice and Jungfrau. ‘The 
Grand Canon in the Intermediate school is the gift of Mrs. James 
Pike. 

Summer examinations and exhibitions.—Miss Hurd at Piscassic 
gave a reception to her pupils on the evening of Tuesday, June 20. 
Notwithstanding the rain, all except three pupils were present. The 
superintendent was present in the school room Wednesday fore- 
noon, when the class in Algebra solyed problems in simultaneous 
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equations by addition, subtraction, comparison, and substitution. 
This school gave an exhibition on the afternoon of June 23. The 
program consisted of 21 parts: Singing by the school three times, 
dialogue, solo with violin obligato, duet by Eva J. Sanborn and 
Irvin G. Howard, essays by Helen A. Sanborn and John F. San- 
born, violin solo by Lewis C. Reynolds, recitations by Irvin G. 
Howard, Lillian Burley, Eva J. Sanborn, Augustine W. Neal, 
Augusta L. Neal, Harry A. Miles, Bertha M. Sanborn, Winnifred C. 
Burley, Clara E. Miles and Lewis A. Miles. Mr. Smith, of the 
School Board, presided, and at the close formed the visitors ‘into a 
class and received responses from nearly all of them. 

The superintendent was present in the Grammar school, Thurs- 
day forenoon, June 22. Classes were heard in decimal division, 
compound numbers, annuities, history and Latin. The Centre 
schools held a public exhibition in the town hall on the afternoon 
of June 23. The program comprised 21 parts: Three motion 
songs, four dialogues, recitations by Nannie J. Leddy, Mary F. 
Smith, Katherine Le Vangie, John A. Leddy and Ethel M. A. 
Hanson; compositions by William P. Smith and Ethel M. Smith ; 
declamations by W. Arthur Simpson, Edward L. Hayden, and 
James A. Leddy; the AZarseclaise in French by Annie Lamie and 
Mary H. Cloutier; Dzes /re in Latin by Winnifred M. Whipp ; 
singing, America. 

The annual school report was filed with the selectmen and a 
copy forwarded to the State Superintendent of Public Instruction 
at Concord, August 1. 

The autumn term, which was the first term of the school year, 
opened September 11. Rev. Charles F. Morse, a returned mis- 
sionary and agent for the People’s Cyclopedia, addressed the Inter- 
mediate school, ‘Tuesday, October 24. 

Autumn reviews and celebrations.—Visitors were present at a 
Thanksgiving commemoration by the Intermediate school Wednes- 
day, November 29. ‘The scholars presented an historical study of 
the first Thanksgiving day in New England, and of the coming of 
the Pilgrims from England by way of Holland to Massachusetts. 
Rey. N. W. P. Smith, whose childhood playground was at Prov- 
incetown, where the Pilgrims first set ashore, and Rey. William

Locke, whose first American ancestor was killed by the Indians, 
addressed the pupils. 

There was a Christmas celebration in the Primary school, Thurs- 
day afternoon, December 14, with songs, recitations and a dia- 
logue. Congratulations were extended to teacher and pupils by 
lady visitors, Wilkinson of Newfields, Tyler of Newmarket, and Farns- 
worth of Lawrence. ‘The children were called upon to repeat some 
of their exercises before additional visitors the next day. 

At the Grammar school, Thursday afternoon, December 14. 
three classes were heard in arithmetic, compound numbers, square 
and cube roots. 

The close of the term at Piscassic, Friday, December 15, pre- 
sented recitations, declamations, and a fish-pond well stocked with 
Christmas presents for the scholars, and a surprise gift for the 
teacher. Remarks were made by the two members of the School 
Board. About 20 visitors were present. 

Winter endings.—The Primary school ‘Thursday morning, Feb- 
ruary 8, 1900, showed classes in reading, spelling and singing. 
The Intermediate school was engaged in studying the map of Rock- 
ingham county, and in making a map of New Hampshire. ‘The af- 
ternoon at Piscassic was occupied with classes in penmanship, 
questions and answers from the Student’s Cyclopedia, algebraic 
equations of two or three unknown quantities, reading and spelling. 

The forenoon of the closing day at the Grammar school, Friday, 
February 9, 1900, exhibited classes in spelling, and three grades in 
arithmetic—fractions, per cent. and interest, with partial payments. 
In the afternoon, the Grammar and Intermediate schools joined in 
a singing class, followed by affected quadrates in algebra in the 
former room, and by rhetorical readings in the latter room. °
